Ex Paso, Sept. 12.—Another special 
dispatch from “asa Grande says that the 
Apaches are now hiding in Casa Grande 
under the protection of a white flag. 
The Apaches have sold a chased gold 
ring marked ‘“‘R. R. F. to R. F. F.,’’ be- 
sides two gold bracelets marked ‘‘Mc- 
-Comas.’’ Geronimo, the chief who cap- 
tured Charlie McComas, said he had not 
seen the boy since Orook’s fight. In- 
tense excitement reigns at Casa Grande 
and neighborhood. The Mexican troops 
from various parts are trying to sur- 
round the Apaches. A terrible battle is 
hourly expected. 

Bannack Indians Restive. 

Bolsk .Crry, Sept, 12.—It is stated 
that there is every prospect of another 
Indian war, this time with the Bannacks 
of Idaho. A week ago on Little Camas 
Prairie a party of Bannack Indians en- 
countered a prospecting party under 
Henry Bernard. One of the party lost 
his horse and traced it to the Indian 
When he claimed it the 
Iniians became insolent, whereupon 
Bernard knucked down one of the young 
bucks who had most to say. The In- 
dians opened fire, which was returned 


by the whites, who weunded three In- 


dians and killed one. Several men of 
the prospecting party were wounded, 
three of them seriously.

GIGANTIC LAND STEAL. | 


U. 8S. Redwood Timber Lands to be 
Fraudulently Seized. . 

San Francisco, Sept 12.—A proposed 
gigantic land steal, involving several 
million dollars worth of United States 
redwood timber lands, has just been 
brought to light. The lands are situ- 
ated in.the northern part of California, 
and comprise most of the valuable red- 
wood timber on the coast. The Post 
special says: Applications ‘for pre- 
emption were prepared and signed by 
dummies. Several hundred applications 
of this kind have been filed with gov- 
ernment authorities here, it being al- 
leged that government officials are acting 
in collusion with parties engineering the 
scheme.

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THE SORGHUM-SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


A few years ago there was a furore 
in Los Angeles county over sug:r- 
beets and beet-sugar. The manufac- 

‘ture was entered into with spirit by an 

enthusiastic ‘professor’? named Gen- 
nert, and the growth of the beet was 
stimulated by every means in his pow- 
er, in order to secure a supply of the 
raw material to run his manufactory. 
But the enterprise was a failure. The 
fault was in the beet or in the grower, 
in the manufactory or the manufac- 
turer—we don’t know which. We 
only know that the industry couldn’t 
be made to “go;” it languished and 
died. We believe the Soquel enter- 
prise, which is possibly the only one 
in the State now in existence, is a 
measurable success. | 

The making of sugar from sorghum 
has also been tried ia this county, but 
has never been made a pronounced 
success. Both molasses and sugar have 
been produced, but not of a quality or 


‘1m quantities to make the manufacture 


s 


@ commercial success. We are not suf- 
ficiently familiar with the details of 
these home experiments to be able to 
judge where the fault, if fault there 
was, should be placed—whether it was 
at the doors of the cultivators or of 
the manufacturers, or whether the fail- 
ure should be attributed to natural 
and unfayorable conditions existing 
here. We are, however, inclined 


_ to doubt the latter thing. It is a fact 


that scientific and practical sugai 
men,who have made the matter a close 


study, are strong in the belief that 
the sorghum industry is destined to 
attain large development and great 


success in this country, especially in 
the southwest on the Atlantic side. 


’ Why it should not be made to win in 
. California 1s not clear. Interestin the 


work has grown in the Mississippi 
Valley during the present season, and 


satisfactory results are promised at all 


works where ‘the. season has been to 


» any extent favorable to the growth of 


the cane. From Illinois and Kansas 
come encouraging reports of the grow- 
ing crops, both as respects quantity 
and quality, which will afford an 
excellent opportunity to produce 
profitable resurts at the new works. 

~ Ina recent letter to Professor Silli- 
man on the subject of sorghum, Henry 
Stutniczka, the sugar mepert at St. 
Louis, says: 

_ The beet-suger industry in its in- 
cipiency had not one-half the promise 
of success that the Northern cane has 
to-day, but it did have all the fostering 
care of the respective governments 
within whose territory it found a foot- 
ing; hence its cultivation was promoted, 
not only as an agricultural and manu- 
facturing enterprise by individuals 
whose sole desire was financial success, 
but by the government, whose aim was 
the good of the whole people; and to- 
day such is the success attending past 
fostering care that every pound of sugar 
made pays a tax to the government. 


With this tax incubus on its home man- | 


ufacture, large quantities of it are ship- 
ped by Austria, Germany and France 
to England. The only doubt [ ever had 
of the success of this cane industry in 
the North was the possibility of its not 
maturing in sufficient season to secure its 
crystallizable sugar before frost. There 
is no difficulty in the manufacture of 
the juice of any sugar plant into crys- 


tallizable sugar, if the juice, on ripen- | 


ing, contains from 8 to 12 per cent. of 
erystallizable sugar, and the impurities 
are not more than from 2 to 3 per cent.’’ 


This opinion of an expert has ref- 
erence to the region of the Mississippi 
Valley, where early and severe frosts 


_ are liable to nip the tender cane. Here 


on the Pacific Slope there would be no 
danger from that source. Our facili- 


' ties of climate and soil for the growth 


of the cane ougfit to give us substan- 
tial advantages over the Mississippi 
Valley region in its production; and 


unless there are some serious disad- 


vantages, of which we know not, to 
contend with in the manufacture, the 
sorghum sugar industry, as a great 
interest, is among the possibilities as 
well as the probabilities of the future 
on the Pacific Coast. One by one the 
necessary facts connected with the 
growing of the cane and the produc- 
tion of the sugar are being discovered.

The 
Board proposes to treat San Francisco 
as she treats other counties, and we 
ask the Bulletin, Chronicle, Call and 
other journals of that city that . have 
been battling against the proposed 
raise, why San Francisco should be 
exempt from paying her proper share 
of State taxes?’ Thisis a pertinent 
question.

DESERT SKETCHES. 


Railroad Traveling With the Heat 
at 130 in the Shade. - 


Along the Rio Colorado—The Valley of the 
Voahuila—Oontending Miners—Blythe’s 
Sugar Piantation—The Pic-— 
turesque Native. 


‘[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES, 


Tucson, September 10.—My last 
letter left me at Yuma. The railroad 
coming off the Colorado desert of Cal- 
ifornia strikes the Colorado river at a 
point called El Rio (the river) nine 
miles below Fort Yuma. During the 
journey from breakfast at Indio to 
noon at El Rio the heat has been in- 
tense. The Fahrenheit thermometer 
all summer long has marked 130 de- 
grees in the shade. The passengers 
closed the car windows, to escape the 
heated airof the desert.* It is only 
vaulting from the famous hot vessel 
into the conflagration. The confined, 
rebreathed atmosphere of the crowded 
car is worse than the out-door air, al- 
though the latter may be like an oven- 
blast. -Thereis only one way to en- 
dure: keep just as still as possible and 
drink an abundance of ice-water. It 
is astonishing how much one cap then 
drink with impunity. Lime juice ad- 
ded quenches the thirst, while the ice 
reduces the temperature of the body, 
and renders things somewhat pleasant. 
While the untiring stroke of the loco- 
motive is fast taking us from this 
great Coahuila valley up over a ridge 
from which we shall catch our first 


| glimpses of Arizona, not an anti-mo- 


nopolist sentiment is heard. All then 
believe that railroads are good things, 


and ®lessed is the man who in- 
vented them, and if they are 
subject to extortion or abuse, they 


are only the weaknesses incident to 
the character of all things human. 
There are but few places on the 
desert where water of any kind is 


to be found, and hence we _ see 
nearly every train with its water 
car. 


The soil of the desert is varied. 
At times it is gravelly, then again 
rocky, and often of fine white sand. 
The alkali dust seems to get every- 
where. The Colorado desert is one 
of the most desolate places on earth. 

Crossing the ridge that separates 
the Coahuila and Colorado valleys, 
the broad green bottoms of the 
Colorado or Red River are seen. At 
El Rio is the switch where Mr. Nel- 
son, the Commercial street ticket 
agent, lost his arm in March, 1882. 

Across the river may be seen the 
sierras and picachos of Arizona, the 
land of the Virgin Queen, with their 
coronados and domes in the queerest 
shapes that ever one saw. To the 
south the pottom-lands extend to the 
horizon. There are the distant ranges 
of Baja California and Sonora, in 
Mexico. At our feet is the bent and 
disjointed smokestack of the Yuma 
mill and mining company. Subse- 
quent inquiry revealed the fact that 
the two are at war. One company 
owns the mill, another company owns 
the mine, Neither one can get along 
without the other. Both wish to have 
possession of the other’s property. So 
now in this red-hot country they have 
grimly set down to play freeze- 
out. The Yuma mine is on the 
California side, a few miles back 


from the river, and said to bea vein 
of free.milling gold quartz. The 
mill 1s locked up, but ready to open at 
a week’s notice and put in running or- 
der. Both are ‘in the magistrate’s 
claws.” Itis the repeated history of 
the two saw-mills on the same stream, 
whose owners went tu lawing: 

‘One lawyer took the upper mill, 

The other took the nether,” 

Below El Rio a few miles, just across 
the line in Baja California, is the lo- 
cality where the ’Frisco (no pun) mil- 
lionaire, Thomas Blythe, of many- 
wived memory, made his plans for an 
immense sugar plantation. The iand 
had been secured, and nearly every- 
thing ready fora ‘start, when his un- 
timely death (for sugar ) caused 
the scheme to fall  still- born. 
The superintendent of the sugar plan- 
tution was a Mr. Joseph Kinley, a law- 
yer of ability, of San Francisco, and a 
nephew of Major Isaac Kinley, of East 

s Angeles. Since Blythe’s estate 
went into the lawyers’ hands, and there 
was no more sugar in it for Mr. Kin- 
ley, he has moved to Tucson and gone 
extensively into the manufacture of 
soap, for which he finds a ready mar- 
ket in the Territories and Mexico. Mr. 
Kinley did not leave the Colorado bot- 
toms, however, till he had secured a 
few acres of sugar land for himself. 

Just below Ei Rio for a few miles a 
great many Americans have settled 
and found homes. The waters of the 
river and the gulf breezes greatly 
modify the decut heat. Here are 
raised early vegetables and fine figs, 
grapes and other fruits. A fair share 
of the fruit consumed here is from the 
Coloraio bottoms. Of course every- 
thing has to be irrigated, but the 
supply of water is bountiful and never- 
failing. 

From El Rio there is a quick, easy 
descent of nine miles up the river, 
through a grove of willows. An occa- 
sional adobe is seen in the midst of a 
clearing. The trainrushes on. There 
is a perceptible diminution of temper- 
ature. Another moment and the train 
has swung around to the right, and as 
the locomotive’s head is on the bridge 


with its green-colored buildings and 
antiquated flagstaff, all on the summit 
of a round-top hill on the west bank 
of the river. 

The fort was built by Lieutenant 
(now Governor) Stoneman, in 1855. 
For years a military post, 1t is now 
guarded by a solitary sergeant. 
There never was any battle con- 
nected with its history, but it is said 
to have demonstrat the eaistence of 
Gehenna by opening up military com- 
munication therewith. 

The train halts on the Arizona 
side before a fine, large railroad 
hotel. The rapid beating of the gong 
calls the wearied passengers to re- 
freshments. Curious to Know the 
temperature, I inquired of the bar- 
keeper for the thermometers. ‘‘Haven’t 
got any; so hot they all busted,’’ 
was his facetious I saw one a 
few moments later that notched 112 
degrees. The hotel was double- 
roofed, as :they all are from 
Indio eastward, and was large, | °% 
cool and airy.

OFFICER SMITH’S CASE. 


Smith Resigns—Resignation 
Accepted. 


Last night the Police Commissioners 


present, Mayor Thom, President Moran 
of the Council, and Chief-of-Police 
Cuddy. 

Charges were presented against poliee- 
man Ed. Smith that a few nights ago he 
entered a bar-room and assaulted one of 
the bar-keepers. 

Witnesses were called, whose testi- | 
mony was about as follows: That on the 
night in question Officer Smith came 
with two friends and ordered beer, which 
was taken to-them at the lunch counter. 
After the foam had settled, Smith de- 
manded of the bar-keeper that he 
should fill up glasses’ to 
make up for thefoam. The bar-keeper 


made no response, when Smith, from his 
glass, filled up those of his friends and 


that kind of business.’’ Smith replied 
he would like to have him outside for a 
few minutes. By way of response the 
barkeeper stepped out to the middle of 
the floor, when Smith knocked him 
down. On picking himself out froma 
lot of barrels he seized a beer-glass, but 
before he could throw it, Smith seized 
him and the owner of the saloon separ- 
ated them. Chief Cuddy, on hearing of 
it, demanded Smith’s star until the Com- 
missioners could investigate, and he has 
since done no duty. 

‘After the Police Commissioners had 
investigated the matter and heard the 
testimony, they fined Smith $50, which } 
he did not pay, but instead resigned and 
his resignation was promptly accepted. 
Public opinion indorses this action and it 
will do more than anything else to raise 
the dignity of the police force. All 
officers should put disturbances down 
instead of making them. Smith is a 
young man, hardly out of his teens, but 
a large man in size, yet size could 
hardly have been his only recommenda- 
tion. It is to be hoped that the Board 
will have better luck with his successor.
